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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants proposed amendment of claims 29 and 30 that would require that the DNA polymerase has been 
mutated so as to have an exonuclease activity of less than 5% or 25%, if entered would present a new issue after final rejection. 
Specifically the issue of enablement with regard to those mutations that result in a specific level of exonuclease activity relative to an 
unmodified enzyme would need to be further considered . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The rejections of record remain for the reasons of record in light of the non-entry of applicants proposed amendment. Applicants 
submitted declaration has been considered in light of the current claim set and applciants arguments, however, is not persuasive in 
overcoming the rejections of record for the reasons previously stated and in light of the non-entry of applicants proposed amendment. 
Applicants arguments continue to be directed to a common structure shared by archaeon Family B DNA polymerases, however, It remains 
how this structure relates to the necessary limitation of the claimed methods . 

The scope of the claims is not commensurate with the enablement provided by the disclosure with regard to those archaeon DNA 
polymerases which must have the specifically discussed function (i.e. acyclonucleotide incorporation characteristic) necessary to practice 
the methods encompassed by the claims, including methods of use of all archaeon Family B DNA polymerase and variants thereof with 
such a functional characteristic.
